B. Laos Souphannouvong has issued another statement de- 
claring our airlift to the Meo illegal unless our 
planes are turned over to the government.

C. Ecuador Strikes in Ecuador’s interior, generated by 
provincial government employees whose pay is long over- 
due, have disrupted communications and led to violence. 
In the overcharged political atmosphere, a showdown in 
the capital may at long last be precipitated. 
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D. CEMA Conference Preparation for a major CEMA confer- 
ence, with Soviet bloc party and government leaders at- 
tending, are underway. It will be held late this month 
or early next month. The Yugoslavs believe this was 
the subject of last months talk between Khrushchev and 
Gomulka and they may currently be considering the matter 
further. Bloc economic integration (i.e., specializa- 
tion) and support for the East German economy are said 
to be high on the agenda. 
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
